3. The ftyor County; prison is near the railroad station, a four-story building which 
also holds the court* It is intended to hold 500 persons, but usually there are 
900 to 1000, The cells are of various sizes. Only about half the prisoners have 
beds with sacks of straw, 

4. There are about 3,000 prisoners in the Csillag prison of Szeged, 60 percent of 
them peasants or agricultural laborers sentenced for sabotage. The chief warden 
is Major Antal Badtfnyi. His deputy is XVH Capt. Ferenc Barna. The guard force, 
250 men strong,, is under Lt, Janos Francia. The prison shop Is under Sergeant 
Lajos Balogh . Lt. jdszef Abrahim has charge of the correctional section. 

5. The prisoners are treated with extraordinary severity and condemned to dark cells 
Qr J« laCe<i in irons * l ° r slightest infractions. They have straw sacks, but in- 
sufficient covering and there is no heat in winter. Exercise in the prison court- 
yard usually lasts only fifteen minutes. Prisoners condemned to less than five 
years are allowed to write a letter of not over 33 lines once in three months, and 
may receive a five minute visit once in three months. Prisoners with five year 
sentences and over have the same privileges once in six months. 
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
